This Afternoon. 


Los Angeles, Wee. 5.—Behind the 


gloomy old walls, ot" San Quentin 
prison, Judge Walter liordwell today 
sentenced James B. 
McNamara. to 


serve out his life fov the murder of 
SI persons in the blowing up of th'e 
IMS Angeles Times building- 
John 


J. McXamara, his brother, was sen- 
tenced to sei-ve 15 years in the same 
prison for destroying the Jjlewellyn 
jron works 
with 
dynamite. Sen- 


tence was pronounced in a court 
room filled with ciieery-faced specta- 
tors, who began a cliatter when the 
prisoners entered 
the 
room 
and 


cheered them across the "bridge of 
s>ig'hs." 
The extreme penalty for James B- 


was death and for John J. life im- 
prisonment, but 
District Attorney 


Fredericks urged clemency 
because 


of the pleas of guilty ami "other ser- 
vices rendered the state." 
James B. McXamara's pica that 


he intended to kill no one was scout- 
ed by Judge Bordwell. 
"You well 


deserve the maximum penalty," 
he 


said. 
Fifteen thousand persons 
packed 


the streets leading to the 
Hall of 


Records ami 
filled the 
corridors, 


forming a great serpentine line that 
trailed down the steps from the 
eighth floor nearly to the basement. 
One Hundred deputy sheriffs 
were 


needed to cope -with the ciowd. 


Two hours before the opening of 


Judge Bordwell's court today, bands 
of men, women and children had as- 
sembled about the Hall ot Records,, 
hoping to catch a glimpse of the fa- 
mous 
dynamite* s. 
The 
brothers 


faced the prospect of sentence cool- 
ly. 
Tlio arose in good spirits anil 


lite a huge breakfast. 
Oscar Ijawlor, former assistant at- 


torney general and a prominent fig- 
ure in the Ballinger-l'inchot investi- 
gation, received word today of 
his 


apopiiitment as special prosecutoi' in- 
to the inquiry as to the leaders ol 
the dynamite—conspiracy. 


"I am convinced," he said on re- 


ceipt of tlie appointment, "that on<> 
of the most dastardly conspiracies in 
the history of the country is about 
to l>e revealed." 


Los Angeles, Dec. 5.—James B. MeNamara's confession of yesterday \vas 


made known today. It is as follows: 
"1, James MeNamara, having heretofore pleaded guilty to the crime of 


murder, desire to make this statement of facts and this is 1he truth. On the 
night of Dec. 30, 1910, at 5:45 p. m., I placed in Ink Alley, a portion of the 
Times building, a suit case containing 1G sticks of 80 per cent dynamite set to 
explode at 1 o'clock the next morning. It was my intention to injure the 
building and scare the owners. 1 did not intend to take the life of any.one 
employed there. I sincerely regret the unfortunate loss of life. If tho giv- 
ing of my life would bring them back I would gladlr give it. 
In fact, in 


pleading guilty to murder in the first degree, I have placed my life in the 
hands of the state."

probably the only statement that will ever be made.

misdemeanor "every person who shall 
| monopolize or attempt to monopolize

OW if I should make a failure," said a young woman who was start- 


ing out as a milliner, "it will be my own fault. 
People want

danger but that I will succeed. If I fail, it will be my own fault." 


This girl is going about her work in a practical way that means suc- 


cess. 
If returns are not up to expectations, she will look to herself and 


her work to see what is wrong, instead of blaming the public for not 
appreciating her wares. 


She is right in saying the public want tasteful, becoming and not 


too expensive hats. She has sure ground ncre to go upon. If she meets 
these conditions, and gives the public what it wants, she cannot but suc- 
ceed. 


Other women who have a living to make can profit by the example 


of this girl. 
If they will look about them as she did, to see what it is 


their community wants, and then go practically about supplying it, they 
are starting on the road to success.

•was invoked to enjoin a transporta- 
tion rate agreement between inter- 
State railroad companies, it \Vas held 
that it was no defense to show that 
the agreement as to rates complained 
of was reasonable at common law, be- 
cause It was said that the statute was 
directed against all contracts and-com- 
binations in restraint of trade, whether 
reasonable at common law or not. It 
•was plain from the record, however, 
that the contracts complained of in 
those cases would not have been deem- 
ed reasonable at common law. In sub- 
Bfequent cases the court said that the 
Statute should be given a reasonable 
construction and refused to include 
Within its inhibition certain contrac- 
tual restraints of trade which it de- 
nominated as incidental or as indirect. 


These cases of restrant of trade that 


the court excepted from the operation 
oT the statute were instances which 
at common law would have been call- 
ed reasonable. 
In the Standard Oil 


and tobacco cases, therefore, the court 
merely adopted the tests of the com- 
mon law and in defining exceptions to 
the literal application of the statute 
only substituted for the test of being 
Incidental or indirect that of being 
reasonable, and this without varying 
In the slightest the actual scope and 
effect of the statute. In other words, 
all the cases under the statute which 
have now been decided would have 
been decided the same way if the 
court had originally accepted in its 
Construction the rule at common law. 
', It has been said that-the court by in- 
troducing into the construction of the 
statute common law distinctions has 
emasculated it. This is obviously un- 
true. By its judgment every contract 
and combination in restraint of inter- 
state trade made with the purpose or 
necessary effect of controlling prices 
by stifling competition or of establish- 
ing in whole or in piyt a monopoly of 
such trade is condemned by the stat- 
ute. 
The most extreme critics cnnnot 


In'stance a case that ought to be con- 
demned under the statute which is not 
brought within its terms as thus con- 
strued. 
The suggestion is also made that the 


erate in the use of the power thus se- 
cured and did not exact from the pub- 
lic too great and exorbitant prices. It 
is true that many theorists and others 
engaged in business violating the stat- 
ute have hoped that some such line 
could be drawn by courts, but no court 
of authority has ever attempted it. 
Certainly there Is nothing in the deci- 
sions of the latest two cases from 
which such a dangerous theory of ju- 
dicial discretion in enforcing this stat- 
ute can derive the slightest sanction. 
Force and Effectiveness 
of Statute a 


Matter of Growth. 


We have been twenty-one years mak- 


ing this statute effective for the pur- 
poses for which it was enacted. 
The 


Knight case was discouraging and 
seemed to remit to the states the whole 
available power to attack and suppress 
the evils of the trusts. Slowly, howev- 
er, the error of that judgment was cor- 
rected, and only in the last three or 
four years has the heavy hand of the 
law been laid upon the great illegal 
combinations that have exercised such 
an absolute dominion over many of our 
industries. Criminal prosecutions have 
been brought, and a number are pend- 
ing, but juries have felt averse to con- 
victing for jail sentences and judges 
have been most reluctant to impose 
such sentences on men of respectable 
standing in society whose offense has 
Tjeeu regarded as merely statutory- 
Still, as the offense becomes better un- 
derstood and the committing of it par- 
takes more of studied and deliberate 
defiance of the law we can be confi- 
dent that juries will convict individu- 
als and that jail sentences will be im- 
posed. 
The Remedy In Equity by Dissolution. 


In the Standard Oil case the supreme 


and circuit courts found the combina- 
tion to be a monopoly of the interstate 
business of refining, transporting and 
marketing petroleum and its products, 
effected and maintained through thir- 
ty-seven different 
corporations, the 


stock of which was held by a New Jer- 
sey company. It in effect commanded 
the dissolution of this combination, di- 
rected the transfer and pro rata distri- 
bution by the New Jersey company of 
the stock held by it in the thirty-seven 
corporations to and among its stock- 
holders, and the corporations and indi- 
vidual defendants were enjoined from 
conspiring or combining to restore 
such monopoly, and all agreements be- 
tween the subsidiary corporations tend- 
ing to produce or bring about further 
violations of the act were enjoined. 


In the tobacco case the court found 


that the individual defendants, twen- 
ty-nine In number, had been engaged 
in a successful effort to acquire com- 
plete dominion over the manufacture, 
sale and distribution of tobacco in this 
country and abroad and that this had 
been done by combinations made with 
a purpose and effect to stitle competi- 
tion, control prices and establish a 
monopoly, not only in the manufacture 
of tobacco, but also of tin foil and lic- 
orice used in its manufacture and of 


to 40. This constitutes a very decided 
fhange in the character of the owner- 
Ship and control of each company. 


In the original suit there were twen- 


ty-nine defendants, who were charged 
with being the conspirators through 
whom the illegal combination acquired 
and exercised its unlawful dominion. 
Under the decree these defendants will 
hold amounts of stock in the various 
distributee companies ranging from 41 
per cent as a maximum to 2S1/-, per 
cent as a minimum, except in the case 
of one small company, the Porto Rican 
Tobacco company, in which they will 
hold 45 per cent. The twenty-nine in- 
dividual defendants are enjoined for 
three years from buying any stock ex- 
cept from each other, and the group is 
thus prevented from extending its con- 
trol during that period. All parties to 
the suit and the new companies -who 
are made parties are enjoined perpet- 
ually from in any way effecting any 
combination between any of the com- 
panies in violation of the statute by 
way of resumption of the old trust. 
Each of the fourteen companies is en- 
joined from acquiring stock in any of 
the others. All these companies are 
enjoined from having common direc- 
tors or officers, or common buying or 
sellirfg agents, or common offices, or 
lending money to each other. 


Size of New Companies. 


Objection was made by certain in- 


dependent tobacco companies that this 
settlement was unjust because it left 
companies with very large capital in 
active business and that the settle- 
ment that would be effective to put all 
on an equality would be a division of 
the capital and plant of the trust into 
small fractions in amount more near- 
ly equal to that of each of the inde- 
pendent companies. This contention 
results from a misunderstanding of 
the anti-trust law and its purpose. It 
is not intended thereby to prevent the 
accumulation of large capital in busi- 
ness enterprises in which suoh a com- 
bination can secure reduced cost of 
production, sale and distribution. 
It 


is directed against such an aggrega- 
tion of capital only when its purpose 
is that of stifling competition, enhanc- 
ing or controlling prices and establish- 
ing a monopoly. If vre shall have by 
the decree defeated these purposes 
and restored competition between the 
large units into which the capital and 
plant have been divided -we shall have 
accomplished the useful purpose of 
the statute. 
Confiscation Not the Purpose of the 


Statute. 


It is not the purpose of the statute 


to confiscate the property and capita 


lamps, a southern wholesale grocers* 
association, an interlocutory decree 
againyt the powder trust, with direc- 
tions by the circuit court compelling 
liasolution, and other combinations of 
a similar history are now negotiating 
with the department of justice looking 
to a disintegration by decree and re- 
organization in accordance with law. 
It seems possible to bring about these 
reorganizations without general busi- 
ness disturbance. 
Movement 
For Repeal of the Anti- 


trust Law. 


But now that the anti-trust act is 


seen to be effective for the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose of its enactment 
we are met by a cry from many differ- 
ent quarters for its repeal. It is said 
to ba obstructive of business progress. 
;o be an attempt to restore old fash- 
ioned methods of destructive competi- 
tion between small units and to make 
impossible those useful combinations 
of capital and the reduction of the cost 
of production that are essential to con- 
tinued prosperity and normal growth. 


In the recent decisions the supreme 


court makes clear that there is noth- 
ing in the statute which condemns 
combinations of capital or mere big- 
ness of plant organized to secure econ- 
omy in production and a reduction of 
its cost It is only when the purpose 
or necessary effect of the organization 
and maintenance of the combination 
or the aggregation of immense size are 
the stifling of competition, actual and 
potential, and the enhancing of prices 
and establishing a monopoly that the 
statute is violated. 
Mere size is no 


sin against the law. The merging of 
two "or more business plants necessari- 
y eliminates competition between the 


the now flowing sources of capital 
from its places of hoarding and pro- 
duce a halt in our present prosperity 
that will cause suffering and strained 
circumstances among the 
innocent 


m:my for the faults of the guilty few. 
The question which I wish in this 
message to bring clearly to the con- 
sideration and discussion of congress 
is whether, in order to avoid such a 
possible business danger, something 
cannot be done by which these busi- 
ness combinations may be offered a 
means, without great financial dis- 
turbance, of changing the character, 
organization and extent of their busi- 
ness into one within the lines of the 
law under federal control and super- 
vision, securing compliance with the 
anti-trust statute. 


"Generally in the industrial combina- 


tions called 'trusts' the principal busi- 
ness is the sale of goods in many states 
and in foreign markets—in other words. 


trusts within the law. It should be an 
executive tribunal of the dignity and 
power of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency or the interstate commerce com- 
mission. whii-h now exercises supen is- 
ory power over imporiant classes of 
corporations under federal regulation. 


The drafting of siu-h n federal in- j 


corporation law would offer ample op- j 
portuniry to prevent many mnn'fest 
evils in, corporate n-ana^einent today. 
including irresponsibility of control iu 
the hands of the few who are not the 
real owners. 


Incorporation Voluntary. 


I recommend that the federal char- 


ters thus to be granted shall be volun- 
tary, at least until experience justifies 
mandatory provisions. The benetit to 
be derived from the operation of great 
businesses under the protection of such 
a charter would attract all who are 
anxious to keep within the lines of the 
law. 
Other large combinations that 


fail to take advantage of the federal 
incorporation will not have a right to 
complain if their failure is ascribed to 
unwillingness to submit their transac- 
tions to the careful official scrutiny,

Importance of the Anti-trust Act. 
The anti-trust act is the expression 


of the effort of a freedom loving peo- 
ple to preserve equality of opportunity. 
It is the result of the confident deter- 
mination of such a people to maintain 
their future growth by preserving un- 
controlled and unrestricted the enter- 
prise of the individual, his industry, 
his ingenuity, his. intelligence and his 
independent courage. 


For twenty years or more this stat- 


ute has been upon the statute book. 
All knew its general purpose and ap- 
proved. 
Many of its violators were 


cynical over its assumed impotence. 
It seemed impossible of enforcement. 
Slowly the mills of the courts ground, 
and only gradually did the majesty of 
the Inw assort itself. 
Many of its 


statesmen-authors died before it be- 
came a living force, and they and oth- 
ers saw the evil grow which they had 
hoped to destroy. 
Now its efficacy is 


seen; now its power Is heavy: now its 
object is near achievement. Now we 
hear the call for its repeal on the plea 
that it interferes with business pros- 
perity, and we are advised in most 
general terms how by some other stat- 
ute and in some other way the evil 
we are just stamplncr out can be cured 
if we only abandon this work of twen- 
ty years and try another experiment 
for another term of years. 


It is said that the act has not done 


good. Can this be said in the face of 
the effect of the Norlhern Securities 
decree? That decree was in no way 
so drastic or inhibitive it) detail as ci- 
ther the Standard Oil decree or the 
tobacco decree. 
But did it not stop 


for all litue the then-powerful move- 
ment toward the control of all the 
railroads of the country in a single 
hand? Such a one man power could 
not have been a healthful influence iu 
the republic, even though exercised 
under the general supervision of an 
interstate commission. 


Do we desire to make such ruthless 


combinations and monopolies lawful? 
When all energies are directed, not to- 
•ward the reduction of the cost of pro- 
duction for the public benefit by a 
healthful competition, but toward new 
ways and moans for making perma- 
nent in a few hands the absolute con- 
trol of the conditions and prices pre- 
vailing in the whole field of industry, 
then individual enterprise and effort 
•will be paralyzed and the spirit of 
commercial freedom will be dead.

dissolution of the present trusts, with 
a view to their reorganization into le- 
gitimate corporations, has made it es- 
pecially apparent that'the courts are 
not provided with the administrative 
machinery to make the necessary in- 
quiries preparatory to reorganization 
or to pursue such inquiries, and they 
should be empowered to invoke the 
aid of the bureau of corporations iu 
determining tho suitable reorganiza- 
tion of the disintegrated parts. 
The
